in  some  way,  as  the  largest  uni- 
versity in  the  central  mountain 
area,  the  larg^t  church-related 
university  in  the  nation,  third 
in  the  nation  in  teacher  educa- 
tion, and  widely  recognized  for 
its  outstanding  science  as  well 
as  liberal  education  curricula, 
he  said. 

. “IT  IS  OBVIOUS  that  as  en- 
rollments grow,  so  must  build- 
ings be  constructed,  faculty 
must  be  expanded,  and  service's , 
increased.  Yet  even  with  the' 
great  construction  program  in 
the  last  10  years  and  now  under 
way,  we  have  less  floor  space 
per  student  than  when  I attend- 
ed BYU  back  in  1920-21,”  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  stated.

Sco- 
lastic  standards  are  ever  rising 
and  BYU  is  a leader  in  academ- 
ic excellence,  he  emphasized. 

“ALL  OF  THIS  elevation  of 
scholarship  of  which  we  are 
very  proud,  plates  increased 
burden  on  faculty  and  facili- 
ties,” he  said.  “However,  the 
University  feels  it  has  been  wise 
to  incur  the  increased  costs  per 
student  in  order  to  improve  all 
standards.  It  is  our  earnest  de- 
sire to  provide  comfortable 
housing,  wholesome  food,  su- 
perior faculty,  and  outstanding 
laboratories  for  the  finest  edu- 
cation of  an  unusual  student- 
body.” 

The  President  said,  “I  am 
grateful  to  the  faculty  who  car- 
ry a very  heavy  load,  some  of 
whom  work  for  lower  salaries 
than  they  could  obtain  elsewhere 
because  of  their  devotion  to  the 
ideals  and  objectives  of  the  great 
institution. 

“WE  ARE  ALSO  grateful  to 
the  students.  To  the  extent  that 
they  help  preserve  the  facilities 
and  share  with  the  faculty  mem- 
bers the  responsibility  for  rais- 
ing the  academic  standards,  the 
more  it  will  be  possible  to  in- 
crease the  opportunities  of  the 
University  and  hold  down  the 
cost  per  student.”

Where  to  go  for  facts 

Next  fall  tuition  will  be  increased  $10  a semester. 

This  will  mean  that  BYU  students  pay  $140  a sem- 
ester to  attend  school.  This  isn’t  very  much  and  doesn’t 
cover  the  actual  costs  of  education.  There  are  many  parts  of 
our  education  which  are  supported  by  means  other  than 
tuition. 

WE  ARE  NOT  writing  this  editorial  to  take  issue  with 
the  tuition  raise.  But  we  feel  that  students  could  have  been 
informed  earlier  of  the  action. 

Notice  of  such  a raise  first  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
Daily  Universe  when  a reporter  noticed  the  fact  in  the 
1962-64  catalogs  which  have  been  available  for  about  two 
weeks. 

THIS  WAS  FOLLOWED  UP  and  it  was  learned  that  a 
press  release  on  the  raise  was  forthcoming  from  the  BYU 
News  Bureau.  We  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  such  a release 
would  have  been  so  promptly  presented  if  we  had  not  begun 
checking  for  the  facts. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  raise  was  done  in  cpnj  unc- 
tion with  efforts  at  the  University  of  Utah  and  that  infor- 
mation on  the  hike  was  to  be  timed  with  their  news  cover- 
age.: Stories  on  the  U of  U tuition  hike  appeared  in  Salt  Lake 
City  papers,  March  14. 

Again,  we  do  not  disagree  with  the  increase  or  the  mo- 
tives behind  such  action.  But, we  do  feel  that  the  students 
should  be  treated  as  mature  young  people  and  informed  of 
such  action  before  the  catalog  appears  as  the  only  source 
of  information. 

Check  credentials 

Studentbody  Social  Vice-President  Del  Faddis  made  a 
mistake  Friday  night,  but  the  Daily  Universe  supports  him 
in  the  reason  behind  his  action. 

We  hope  the  studentbody  will  too  when  they  under- 
stand the  situation  which  resulted  in  the  misunderstanding 
at  the  Country  Fair  outdoor  dance. 

THE  TENSE  SITUATION  which  could  have  evolved 
into  something  more  serious  occurred  when  a number  of 
BYU  students  were  asked  to  pay  the  nominal  admission 
being  asked  to  gain  entrance  to  the  record  hop  being  held 
north  of  the-  Fieldhouse.  When  all  but  a handful  of  honor 
bound  students  refused  Faddis’  second  plea  to  pay,  he  de- 
cided that  in  order  to  save  the  studentbody  a large  amount 
of  money  which  would  be  lost  through  non-support,  he 
could  pay  to  dance  to  the  Y’s  Men  band  in  the  east  gym. 

IF  STUDENTS  WANTED  to  continue  dancing  they 
would  pay  to  dance  to  the  Y’s  Men  band  in  the  east  gym. 
However,  when  he  tried  to  make  this  move,  a non-student 
disc  jockey  who  had  been  paid  to  put  on  the  hop  by  Faddis, 
refused  to  leave  and  began  to  make  off-beat  insinuations 
about  the  social  vice  president. 

This  resulted  in  the  near  brawl  where  some  students 
began  to  side  with  the  disc  jockey  who  invited  students  to 
a “free”  record  hop  at  Park-Ro-She.  The  students  in  turn 
began  to  demand  to  know  what  right  Faddis  had  to  break 
' up  their  dancing.  His  justification  was  that  it  was  his  de- 
cision as  an  elected  studentbody  officer  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  school. 

FOR  THIS  REASON  we  support  Faddis.  Our  major 
point  of  disagreement  is  not  that  he  made  a decision  to  stop 
the  outdoor  dance  and  encourage  students  to  be  honest  and 
pay  to  go  inside,  nor  his  attempts  to  turn  off  the  micro- 
phones when  the  disc  jockey  started  the  uncalled  for  static. 
We  pan  Faddis  or  whoever  is  responsible  for  inviting  such 
a person  to  the  BYU  campus. 

The  disc  jockey  in  question  admitted  he  had  cut  his 
price  to  come  to  the  campus  for  “publicity”  purposes,  and 
if  that  is  what  he  was  seeking  he  certainly  got  it  at  the 
expense  of  the  school. 

HOWEVER,  we  openly  object  to  his  belligerent  atti- 
tude and  manner  in  which  he  spoke  to  Faddis.  We  hope  his 
obnoxious  display  will  not  hinder  other  honorable  men  of 
the  mike  from  visiting  BYU  in  the  future. 

Our  only  recommendation  is  that  BYU  student  officers 
will  check  more  closely  the  credentials  of  any  outside 
“guests”  when  they  are  invited  to  the  BYU  campus  in  the 
future.
